And What Have You

E v e r y w h e r e you go you hear 
complaints about the lack of service 
being given by the Postoffice. Cong. 
Graham Purcell, chairman of the 
House C o m m i t t e e on Post Office 
and Civil Service, has launched an 
investigation into the postal service 
in Texas and if what he claims is 
true then we have aright to be com­ 
plaining. 


His committee will be investiga­ 
ting charges that Texans have un­ 
knowingly been made the subjects of 
experiments by the Post Office de­ 
partment to determine, in Purcell’s 
words, ’’just how much people will 
st and for in the way of reduced 
postal service without complaining.” 
Among the reductions cited by 
Purcell were deliberate delays of 
first class letters, closing of post 
offices, and reduction of service on 
weekends, and elimination of indi­ 
vidual postmarks in several smaller 
towns in Texas. 
’’As complaints have mounted re­ 
garding postal service in Texas,” 
P u r c e l l said, "it has become in­ 
creasingly clear that postal officials 
have deliberately allowed or actu­ 
ally d i r e c t e d postal slowdowns . 
Under the guise of s a v i n g money, 
p o s t a l officials have deliberately 
overridden p o s t a l regulations by 
directing that only handwritten let­ 
ters were to be processed on week­ 
ends, with typewritten and business 
letters delayed until the following 
Monday. If true, this is clearly an 
outrage to the public and a violation 
of postal regulations. Since repeat­ 
ed complaints to the P o s t Office 
Department have done n o t h i n g to 
i m p r o v e service, Congressmust 
now take a hand. ’’ 
We attended a board meeting of 
the West Texas Press Association 
in Lubbock this past weekend and 
this lack of postal service was the 
one thing that seemed to be a com­ 
mon problem with every publisher 
attending. And in every case they 
were quick to point out that the prob­ 
lem did not lie with the local post 
office but elsewhere. 
They all seemed to feel like we 
do, that in e v e r y case the local 
postal workers were doing every­ 
thing in their p o w e r to offer good 
service but that the problems come 
after the mail leaves town. 
For years we had overnight mail 
service to Dallas, but not anymore. 
We can get to Fort Worth in one day 
but it takes at least two d ay s to 
Dallas. Dallas is only an example 
of the poor service but it is an im­ 
portant one b e c a u s e of the great 
number of s u p p l i e r s located in 
Dallas that supply the needs for us 
here in Hamlin. 
It used to be that you could mail 
an order on Thursday and have the 
goods back hereby Monday. But not 
anymore. Now you must mail by at 
least Wednesday if the supplier in 
Dallas is to get it by Friday and then 
he must find s o rn e w ay other than 
parcel post to get it back to you by 
Monday. 
We understand that the bulk of the 
p r o b l e m is that the Poet Office, 
which traditionally has moved most 
of its mail at night, has cut all of 
the night crews back to only small 
forces. They c l a i m that they can 
not keep help when they have to work 
at night. This is strange since there 
are a great many industries that 
work around the clock. If the daily 
newspaper business, to sight only 
one example, took this attitude then 
you would no longer have a morning 
newspaper. 
If Purcell is right, and the Post 
Office Department is trying to find 
out j u s t how poor we will let the 
service get, we feel it is time for 
the public to let them know we have 
had enough. About the only way we 
know that you can do this is to write 
y o u r congressman and senators. 
Please don't com plain to the local 
Post O f f i c e personnel—they have 
heard it already.
